Tam aware that a largot amount of salary than ig 
required at ordinary places, either in the old or new 
world, may be required to secure the services of com- 
petent Chaplains im China, But, on the other hand, 
the wealth of British mercantile. establishments is 
doubtless far greater than what it is in most countries, 
‘This consideration should regulate the amount of assis- 
tance to be given in any case, and in'some it would 
militate against giving any assistance at all. Now T 
wish you to consider this subject very carefully. 1am 
sorry to say that the accounts for Chapels are, as a 
general rule, very insufficiently rendereil; and ‘items 
are inserted in them which are wholly inadmissible— 
such as residences and the repairs of them, income 
tax and insurauce, for the Chaplains. ‘The only ex- 
penditure which, under any circumstances, can be 
defrayed in part by tho publigis what may be incurred 
for the maintenance and hire of places fur the cele- 
bration of divine worship, and for the Chaplain’s 
salary andthe incidental’ expense of: the Chapel. 
Tho congregations aro too much in the habit of ealeul- 
ating on receiving from Government the‘full amount 
‘of contributions made by -British residents. You will 
undeccive them in this respect. In no case will H. 
M.. Government hereafter grant more them sufficient 
to oke out the local contributions from whatever source 
they may proceed ; and even that they may do so much, 
HM. Government must be satisfied that communities 
have themselves contributed what, in proportion to 
their meaans, may be considered a fair sum. You will 
see that tho.sum proposed to be’voted by Parliament, 
for the present year is less by. £1,000 than that-roted 
in the. previous year. ‘This will serve to~show you 
that A. Df. Govenment’expect that the British Com- 
munities will exert tfiemselves'to’ provide out of their 
own resources for-their Church establishment, and 























as they were enabled by law to do, in niceting the 
expenditure on account of Chapels, they consider

Ir is certainly unfortunate for China merchants 
that they have been unable to obtain a better 
exponent of their ideas in the House of Com- 
mons than Colonel Sykes. While we cannot 
but admire the constancy with which the honour- 
able members still upholds the Taiping rebels, it 
must be remembered that this advocacy, opposed 
as it was at the time directly to the opinions ofthe 
great body of merchants and officials in China, 
even undercircumstances when progress in China 
was in favour with the House, left the gallant 
Colonel in a continually decreasing minority. 
In fact Colonel Sykes on the Tuiping cause, and 
Messrs. Newdegate and Spooner on the May- 
nooth grant had come to be placed in some- 
, What the same category. The fact too that 
Mr. Liddell in a weak speech; of the fan- 
ciful type which has lately been fushionable 
with regard to Chinese matters, did not tend 
to strengthen the attack, wd virtually gave 
over the command of the position to the 
government, who willingly agreed to the mo- 
tion for papers which had already through the 
medium of this journal been made public. 
With regard, however, to the course of affairs 
recently at the capital we are to have no 
further information than what we are able to 
collect from other sources, the narrow and tor- 
tuous paths of secret diplomacy being evidently 
more congenial to the present government. 

The debate, however, had one point of interest, 
and that was the appearance of Sir Wentworth 
Dilke, with a stock of information on Chineso 
affairs s0 original and so unlike anything we 
ever heard of before that we can only believe it 
inspired. The voyage round the globe in search 
of Greater Britain has evidently crammed with 
fancies as well as facts this youthful aspirant to 
the temple of fame, whose generalisations are, 
however, unfortunately liable to be founded 
on very intangible premisses. Few men desir- 
ous of gaining the name of statesincn would 
care to quote the London Missionary Society on 
a point of law or the construction of a written 
instrument, yet the main point of Sir Went- 


worth Dilke’s vrgument, if we allow that term. 


to his disjointed speech, seems to have been 
that the committee of that important, though 
hitherto very uninfuential, body did not con- 
sider the treaty of Tientsin gave their agents 
the right of inland residence. The whole speech, 
however, wus so bizarre that it seems more like 
2 vision evolved from the honourable baronet’s 
artistic mind by the profound contemplation 
through clouds of tobucco smoke of a willow 
pattern plate, than the serious utterances of a 
man with a policy te recommend. Facts, how- 
ever, avd especially facts relating to China 
seein to be at a discountin the present house of 
Commons, which is quite willing to believe any 
highly brought picture presented from Minis- 
terial benches for its admiration, Otherwise 





there would be some difliculty in reconciling the 
apparently contradictory statements of Sir W. 
Dilkeand Mr. Otway with regard to the attitude 
of the Chinese us to treaty revision; one quoting 
the British Minister at Peking to the effect 
that no obstacles intervened to prevent the in- 
mediate revision, the other stating that the 
Chinese Government preferred its delay till the 
young Emperor came of age. We have the 
Under Secretary’s authority for two statements 
with regard to this latter period, which evince 
the intimate acquaintance of that gentlemen 
with China affairs, and which form a not inapt 
commentary on the Swedish Chancellor's ay 
orism regarding the wisdom of our governors. 
‘The first is that the Emperor will come of age 
in four years, As he will probably within a few 
years of that time either take the reins of au- 
thority into his own hands or ascend the Dra- 
gon Throne to visit his unfortunate father, this 
staternent as a general one is perhaps not to be 
found fault with. So far however, as outsiders 
can judge of the education of the young prince 
it is one admirably adapted to stifle any ten- 
dency to independance of thought or action on his 
part, and to degrade him both mentally and 
bodil In fact there seems little probability of 
the present occupant ever becoming of age in the 
sense intended by Mr. Ottway. Four gener- 
tions of debauchery have done much to exti 
guish the hereditary talents last displayed in 
the Emperor Kien-lung, and the Regency seems 
desirous of aiding nature in the decadence of 
the family. To keep the young emperor in « 
state of tuteluge is plainly the objects of those 
around him. ‘That any change in the present 




















conditions is to be hoped for on his arrival at ; 


any special age could only enter into the minds 
of people ignorant of the actuating principles 
of Chinese policy, Mr. Ottway’s next stutement 
is, however, somewhat more extraordinary, 
namely that the present treaties expire at tho 
same time. ‘The fact is that neither Mr. Ottway 
or those who act as mouthpieces of the govern- 
ment in Chinese affairs have ever taken tho 
trouble to study the documents referred to. Had 
Mr. Ottway done so he would have seen that 
while the treaties were made for ever, « periodi- 
cal revision could be applied for every ten 
years. One of those decades expired in 1868. 
If by the immobility of our present rulers it is 
longer deferred, the question may arise how we 
are justified in demanding it in the centre of 
one of these periods. With the well known 
perversity of the Chinese in pressing appnrent- 
ly irrelevant points it will not improbably hap- 
pen that at the end of the four years « direct 
stop will bo put to further negotiations by the 
statement that we allowed the period for revi- 





sion to lapse, and cannot, in terms of tho- 


treaty itself, apply for another review of the 
instrument till the next decade has expired. 
Mr. Ottway has, however, taken up a new 
ground in justification of the present policy, 
and that is the value of the present trade: 
of Great Britain with China, and the danger 
of its being injuriously affected by hostile 
operations. It has probably never occur- 
red to him that merchants actively engaged 
in this very trade were not likely to overlook. 
this very palpable result, and that as. x. body 
there are no men to. be found of such: pacific 
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jrovlivities as traders. If these merchants call 
out for a more vigourous policy we may be 
assured that there is some overruling cause at 
Uottom, and this cause in China is the general 
dread that a policy of concession to prejudices 
and of concurrence with wrongs will eventually 
di to such a state of affairs as will render 
winlike interference inevitable. On the other 
hand experience has hitherto proved that a 
firm though just assertion of treaty rights has 
een the surest safe guard of peace. The weak 
policy of the East India Company in yielding 
all points at issue led to the first war ; conces- 
sions to Chinese prejudices in the matter of 
entering Canton were amongst the most fruitful 
causes of the second. The present policy of 
allowing insults to he made diplomatic questions 
will not improbably lead to warlike measures 
and the final destruction of a power now princi- 
pally holding together through our good will. 








Ir is to be hoped that a time will come when 
carefi 





‘y compiled statistics of health and di- 
of births and deaths, and of all facts re- 
Jating to the department of public medicine will 
be pui:hshed in Shanghai. A thing imperfectly 
or uncertainly done is often better left unat- 
tempted, and this is especially true in the case 
of statistics, which are valuable in the slightest 
degree only when their accuracy is absolutely 
unimpeachable. We have before us the report 
of foreign interments during the year 1868, 
furnished to the Municipal Council by the 
sexton-—a document of importance in its way if 
it be mercly intended to chronicle the actual 
uumber of persons buried in the cemeteries 
undyr Municipal control, but worth no more 
thin this, However, it is elaborately got up 
under the heads of “Name,” “ Date of death,” 
“Age,” “ Nationality,” “ Religion,” “ Disease,” 
and “ Disposal of Remains.” With the excep- 
tion of Disease all the points regarding a 
deceased person are generally ascertainuble 
by unskilled persons, and it is of interest 
to the public and to insurmee companies to 
Jearn the average age at which death occurs 
here, Sumimurising the statements we find that 
fur the year, sixty four persons were buried in 
the three cemeteries, one body having been sent 
home. Six deaths oceurred in January, four in 
February, three in March, three in April, four 
in May, seven in June, seven in July, four, in 
August, ten in September, nine in October, six 
in November, and two in December. Six were 
infants and two at Ieast were females, although 
as initials only are given andas there is no column 
specifying sex, this may be an underestimate. 
Excluding infants, drowned persons, one suicide 
and four persons whose ages are not recorded, the 
avenige age at which death occurred was 34 
years and four months. Forty one were British 
subjects, eight were Americans, eight Germans, 
four Norwegians or Swedes, two Portuguese, 
one Finn and one Italian. All to whom this 
returns reters were Protestants, the Roman Ca- 
tholics being buried in their own cemeteries. 
The new cemetery received fifteen bodies, the 
old cemetery five, and Pootung forty-four. 
a\s we have said this summary of facts possesses 
interest, and a certain degree of importance. 
Kut we now come to the disease column, and 
upon this we are compelled to animadyert. If 


























the diseases that prove fatal are to be classified 
atall the classification should be above suspicion, 
and if it be not possible to obtain such a clussi- 
fication no attempt should be madé at it. We 
find six deaths fram drowning, one death from, 
small pox, and one suicide. With these wo 
have of course nothing to do. But we are inform. 
ed that thirty-five deaths were due.to dysente- 
ry, sixteen to fever, two to disease of the Jungs, 
one to disease of the liver, one to disease of the - 
heart, one to rheumatism and one to dropsy. 
Now these figures are absolutely valueless and 
are in all probability eminently misleading. For 
in the first place we do not know who diagnosed 
the disease before death, and in the next there 
appears some probubility that the Municipal 
sexton may have performed the duty - after 
death. We should wish to know how many of 
the cases of dysentery were in reality typhoid 
fever. Typhoid fever did present itself during - 
the year 1868, but unless it is included under 
the next section it is unnoticed in the return. 
As to fever, we are left in ignorance as 
to what is meant by the term—whether re- 
mittent, intermittent or continued, or whether 
all three are massed together. ‘The general im- 
munity from pulmonary disease in this place is 
a matter of mingled wonder and congratulation 
to the medical profession, and therefore it would 
De well if it could be ascertained what the " di- 
seases of the lungs” were that carried off two of 
the residents. Is hronchitis included under this 
head, and if so to which, if to any, of the three 
—phthisis, pneumonia and bronchitis—were the _ 
fatal results due? We are curious too about the 
liver case—about the heart case—about that 
curious case of rheumatism pure and simple 
that caused death—and finally we should like 
to know to what internal lesion was due the 
fatal case of dropsy. These are questions that 
we do not expect to find answered in a sexton’s 
return of burials. But we should hope that for 
the futme the sexton’s list of diseases will be 
cut out as worse than useless, and that in its 
place reliable statistics will be given of the 
causes of death, 


Wues the last French Mail arrived, the Shang- 
hai community was surprised to find that a 
letter, of which we believe no one but the 
writer knew anything, had been addressed to 
the Editor of the London and China Express 
by the Secretary to the Municipal Council; 
vindicating the settlements at Shanghai from 
the aspersions cast upon them by the Duke of 
Somerset. It was to be regretted thatthe 
Chamber of Commerce, as representing the 
mercantile community, .had not taken ‘the: 
matter up, and by a careful collation of facts 
and statistics and a comprehensive detail of our 
local governmental institutions rebutted the 
very serious charges made against us. The 
official mind on the subject was clearly expressed 
by Sir Ediund Horuby, whose position: lent a 
weight to his statements which no one not en- 
joying his advantages could hope to emulate. 
The Chamber's excuse probably ‘is that it con- 
sidered the slander beneath notice. But in re- 
ality such a plea for inaction cannot be for a 
moment sustained, We cannot afford, no mat- 
ter how immacujate we may be, to disregard 
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false accusations laid to our charge in the high- 
est leyislative assembly of Great Britain, aud 
we therefore reiterate our expression of regret 
tat the Chamber of Commerce did not respect- 
fully, but fiimly assert the total inaccuracy of 
the Duke of Somerset's conclusions. However, 
with the exception of a twaddling letter ad- 
dressed to one of the London papers by an oc- 
casional visitor who evidently knew nothing 
about the subject of which he treated, no attempt 
was made to tell the Shanghai side of the story. 
At least it appeared that no attempt had been 
made until Mr. Johnston's letter took us all by 
surprise, and shewed that, whatever the amount 
of wisdom he displayed and of success that he at- 
tained, he had at least entered the lists to break 
a lance with our detractors. We conceive that 
a large amount of indulgence should characterise 
the criticisms to which such a letter as Mr. 
Johnston's, published under.such circumstances 
as we have detailed, is necessarily subjected. 
* Yet one of the evening papers at once made a 
savage assault upon it, and either wilfully or 
accidentally misconceived what seems to us to 
have been its scope and intention. It would 
have been wiser perhaps if Mr. Johnston had 
omitted from his signature the statement of his 
oficial position, and better ifhe had selected any 
place other tlian Hongkong for a standard of com- 
parison. But doubtless he foresaw that a readier 
insertion would be accorded to a letter known 
to proceed from an olficial than to one written 
by a mere resident perhaps selfishly interested 
in maintaining the respectability of the plac. 
And secondly the case did not admit of much 
delay, the refutation, if it were to be written at 
all, should be written immediately, and crime 
statistics’ for Enropean and American sea port 
towns are not readily accessible at a moment's 
notice.’ But we cannot sce that the letter taken 
as it stands could appear to any unprejudiced 
person to be an official utterance. It did not 
open with the formula “I am directed to state.” 
With the exception of the unfortunate affix to 
the signature, which admits of quite a different 
interpretation from that attached to it, there was 
absolutely nothing in the letter to identify the 
Municipal Council with the opinions it expressed 
or the fucts it adduced. Not that we think the 
Council need be anxious to disown it. Indeed 
from the absence of any reference to the matter 
in the lately published minutes we assume that 
the Council quite disregarded the inferences so 
persistently thrust before them by the Hvzni 
Courier, and are content to allow each r 
to form h's own conclusions as to the oficial or 
non-official character of the letter. We are not 
surprised by the vehemence with which the 
Hongkong journals joined issue on the quest‘on 
of comparative morality, It wus naturally to 
be expected that they would maintain the claims 
to respectability on the part of their constituents, 
which Mr, Johnston’s letter appeared to assault. 
But to us it does not seem that the selection of 
Uongkong for. comparison implied an attack for 
its own suke on the morality of the southern 
colony. Here also there is a logical interpreta- 
tion which Mr Johnston’s critics have ovér- 
looked, and with the less excusa as the reasons 
for selecting Hongkong were clearly assigned in 
the letter itself,. The Duke of Somersct’s charges 














according to him is not one of the worst plu:es, 
it is the worst. Its immorality is not merely 
remarkable, it is unparullelled. And therefore 
if any one place either near to, or remote from, 
Shanghai could be proved to compare unfavour- 
ably with it, the Duke's assertions would fall to 
the ground. For the more general a calumny, 
the easier it is to combat it. The most insigni- 
ficant instance in opposition if properly substan- 
tiated is sufficient to oyerthrow the most uni- 
versl proposition. 

- With the accuracy of figures we have nothing 
todo. Statistics are proverbially elustic, and 
may be made to prove almost anything. The 
examination of the premises upon which Mr. 
Johnston's conclusion is founded is fairly the 
task of the Hongkong papers, and to them we 
gladly leave i

short delivery of 4 bottles of whiskey. : 

His firm were acting for Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer 
&Co., of Hankow, who sent them a bill of lading for 
40 cases of whiskey to bo taken delivery of from the 
Whirloind. When it was sent to that vessel, the goola 
had been landed at Olyphant f, and were stored 
in the godown. On taking delivery it was found that 
there were only 39 cases, and one of them had been 
broken open and 3 bottles abstracted and one bottle 
broken, It was pointed out to the whartinger and w 
certilicate was given as to the shortage. The defen- 
dant was willing to pay for the one case which was 
short, but objected to pay for the 4 bottles which 
plaintiffs considered he was equally liable for, for by 
‘the Dill of Inding it could be seen that the cases had 
been reccived on board in good order. 

‘The defendant landed the cases at the wharf with- 
out their permission, and for his own convenience, and 
consequontly while there they were at his risk. Woo- 
sing, the godown keeper at Olyplaut’s whaéf, was ex- 
amined, but his statements were so coutradictory that 
they could not be relied on, aud were therefore declin- 











ed. 
Wong shing, after being cautioned, stated that he 
is gudown keeper for Guidry & Co.;' he romembored 
takeing delivery of some whiskey from Olyphant’s 
whart ; there were 39 cases, one of which had 3 bottles 
missing and one broken; he spoke to the godown, 
Keopor about it and was taken to the wharfingor who.

J. Mills, sworn, stated, that hois mate of the I¥'/ 
wind, and remembers landing tho whiskey in question 5, 
it was the in good order and none of the cases wore 
broken. lis attention had never been called to any 
broken cases ; the first he knew of it was from the cap- 
tain. He received no orders from the plaintiffs to de- 
liver it. Hesaw the cases when they wore on the 
wharf, and none of them wero broken. 

His Worship said that the defendant was certain-* 
ly Hable for the whiskey until it was dolivored. to 
tho plaintiffs. He had received no orders from them 
to land it, aud while.it was on the wharf he was 
ag equally responsible for it as if were in bis ship, 
Ho was certainly not responsible for the contents of

for so doing was that one of the sailors had stepped 
into hia shoes and trousers, and when requested to get 
out of them, threw a bottle at him. He would eum- 
mons him if he could leave the ship, but as he could 
not, he thenght if the court would be kind enough to 
let the policeman go on board with him, and request 

im to use hia persuasive powers, that he would have 
lig things restored to him. ‘The policeman was there 
fore ordered to take him on board. 


Etam, Siam and Ah-mad, three more than dusky 
individuals, were brought up on summons charged 
with assaulting their Captain, W. Garland of the Fat- 
tle Moombarrack. Me stated’ that on Wednesday last 
‘a boat came alongside the vessel, with three of the pri- 
soners’ friends, men belonging to the P. & Q. steamer; 
he ordered thein away, but the prisoners insisted on 
their coming on board, 'and pushed him away from the 
gangway; the men then came on board and joined the 
Prisoners in using abusive language. A short time af- 
terwards another of their friends came alongside and 
he ordered him away, but as before they insisted on 
his coming on board. When he spoke to them, 
the prisoner Siam came on to the poop, and when he 
tried to put iim off he positively resisted. A witness 
nas called who tested to hearing the prisoners uso 
abusive language to the captain and also to seeing 
Siam resist. when being put off the poop. The pri- 
souere deniod being abuelve avd said tat they 
not seen their friends for years and there was no 
harm in their having them on board; and that when 
they called a bum boat alongside to buy something to 
regale their friends with, the captain drove it away, 
and came forward and wanted to know where they 
got their money from. 

Nis Worship considered that was no excuse 
for their being abusive or disobeying the captain’s 
orders, He would order them to pay the cost of 
the summonses; Siam to 1 month's imprisonment, 
Etam to 3 weeks, and Ahmad to 2 weeks. The 
complainant then wanted to know if the men on the 
V & 0, steamer could not Le punished, and that 
while he was passing the steamer he observed one of 
the men who had been on board his vessel snaking 

and drawing his finger across his throat, 
in his opinion conveyed a threat. Uis Wor- 
ip said he had bis remedy and could summons 
im.

The only evidence against them was that o 
a boy named Read, who said he bad seen thom give 
the things to a bumboat in exchange for grog, but from 
the evidence given by the cook it proved that the boy 
Read was the first to bargain for the sale of the 
copper, and while he was doing so Shean ontdid him; 
another witness also stated that Read had asked him 
to help him get up a coil of ratline from the lower hold 
to sell to the bumboat. 

His Worship said he could not convict Anderson on 
the witness's testimony, who was evideutly as bad 
as the others, he would therefore dismiss him. It was 
proved however than Shean had taken the copper, and 

¢ bad admitted it, and as it was certain from the 
evidence that had been given, thata great many things 
had been stolen for an example he would sentence him 
to one month’s imprisonment and to pay cost of the 
copper $2.00 

The crew of the same vessel wore next brought up * 
charged with refusal of duty, with the exception of a 
man pamed McDonald, their'plea was that the vessel « 
was not sea worthy. McDonald said be refused be. 
cause the Captain would not give him liberty and 
money, the same as he had given the rest. 

The Captain said be could not trust him with money, 
he would be sure to get drunk with it, and had been 
so for the last fortnight, which rendered him unfit for 
his duty. He was sentenced to two weeks” imprison. 
ment and topay cost of suminons. The rest were order- 
ed to pay cost of summonses and forfeit 6 days pay. 

His Worship also said that a survey of the vessel 
would be made, and if it was proved that sho was sca 
worthy they would have to pay the cost of the survey. 








JI.Gamble, Mason and Scott, three seamen belougin 
to the Im, Chandler, were charged with refusal o 
duty. Their plea was that they had shipped on the 
understanding that they were only to do quatermaster’s 
work but they had been made to'do A. B.'s work, as 
they were however down on the articles as A. B.'s 
His Worship ordered them to return to their duty. 


Bist August, 1869. 
Before R.A. Mowat, Esq. 

J. Roberts was charged with being drank and upset- 

ing several Chinese cook stalls. He said he was 

drank and did not know what he was doing. Fined 


J. Kennedy, of the Sir H. Parkes, was also charged 
with being drank and disorderly, He said he had on- 
ly becn up three times, twice for drunkenness and once 
for desertion. Sentenced to 14 days’ imprisonment. 





CG. Davidson, a seaman belonging to the Afarseil/es, 
was with assaulting a witness while in Court 
and sentenced to two mouths’ imprisonment with hard 
labour. 

R. Mellwraith was brought up on summons, 
charged with assaulting J. Rolls, and using threat- 
ening Ianguage From the evidence adduced, it was 
proved that the defendant had caught hold of the com- 
plainant by the arm a little roughly, but beyond that, 
there was no proof of his having struck him. ‘The de- 
fendant acknowledged having pushed him, but did 0 _ 
‘because he would not obey his orders, They had been 
on unfriendly terms for some time, and the complain- 
ant had once threatened to shoot him. It was how- 
ever proved that the defendant had used threatning 
Janguage, and he, was bound over to keep tho 
‘peace for six months in his own surcty of $100, also to 
pay costs, Mr. Eames, who appeared for the defend- 
ant, applied that the complainant should also be bound 
over to keep the pence, as he had several times 
threatened the defendant. After hearing one witness, 
His Worship said he would bind him over in his 
own surety of $100 to keep the peace for six months

COURT OF U. S. CONSULATE GENERAL. 
‘August 30th 1869, 

Before Ger. F. Sewarp, Esq., Consul General and

Was Kuse Bask, 0. Str. Sueconada. Amount claim- 
ed Tis. 1,450 

Mr. HASNEN in opening the case for the plaintiffs 
stated the facts, as far as he had lesrned them from 
plaintiffs, tobe as follows :—The Wae-kung Bank is 
owner of'a junk which on the night of the 11th of July 
was lying at anchor of Woosung a little above the 
village at the ordinary junk anchorage and inside the 
direct line taken by steamers. Her bows were pointing 
down stream. They had two lights burning, one at 
the fore and one at the:mizen mast, and one man_ was 
on the look out. While lying there the steamer Suico= 
nada came up with the flood tide and ran into lier on 
the port bow, Those on board the junk say that the 
steamer first tried to’ go inside, bi ng that the 
water was too shallow they changed their mi 
when altering their course came.into collision with the 








junk, In trying to disengage themselves from the col- 
lision the paddle wheel of the steamer did most of the 
damage. 


‘The answer of defendants was a denial of these al- 
legations, and that if a collision did occur it was 
through no fault of the defendauts, but entirely owing 
ty the resligence of the junk in not keeping lamps 

ted 


‘he man on watch states that he had no idea that 
the steamer would run into them and that she was 
close on to them before he gave the alarm The com- 
pradore and lowdal were on deck at the time of the 
collision and would testify to the facts, 

‘The learned, counsel contended that the junk being 
at anchor and the steamer in motion, it was the duty 
of the latter to take every possible means, consistent 
with her own safety, to avoid collision, and that, whe- 
ther the junk was anchored in a proper place or_not 
and whether she showed lights or not, and quoted Prit- 
chard’s Digest p. 173, and W. Robinson's Leports v. 
2, p.407. This is the law in British Courts and in Am- 
erican it is quite as strong. It seemedto him clear that 
the steamer had not used sufficient caution in coming 
np on the flood tide and even if the junk had been an- 
chored in an improper position, such would have been 
no excuse for the steamer had it been possible for her 
to avoid the junk, There was no obligation to show 
lights—the ease of the William (quoted at p. 145 v. 1 
Pritchard's Digest), where the vessel was improperl, 
moored, in harbour, and had no lights burning’ and 
was run into, yet it was held, on appeal, that each 
vessel should. pay one moiety of the damage. It there- 
fore lies with the steamer to show that the collision 
‘was not owing to her fault. 

He then called— 

Kau Szettxo.—I remember the collision on the 3rd 

‘day of the the6th month. It took place at 10 o'clock 
at night. We were then at anchor. We had two lighte 
‘up; one on the second mast and one abaft. I called on 
those on board and. they all ran on deck, but before 
they had time to do any thing the steamer ran into us. 
We were onthe eastward shore, 200 fect from the bank. 
When I first saw the steamer, we were tailing 

-eouth east down stream, and the steamer appeared to 
Ue coming right towards our vessel. She headed in- 
wands, towards the shore, and her port wheel took 
hold of dur cable. 

Cross Examined:—She was bound to Shanghai. 

By the Court:—-We were anchored about 2 mile be- 
low the marks, and had been there since 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon. We -were waiting for the tide. I was 
the only man on watch. 

Lysu-tunc-Fa:—{ am Jowdah of the jusk, and was 
y board when the collision tuvk place. We were 
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then at anchor. (This witness pointed out the place 
of anchorage, which agreed with that shown by the 
previous one. The collision occurred about 10 o'clock 
at night.). We were then 200 feet from the shore. ‘The 
tide was running in. I was notified by the watchman 
of tho danger, a very short time before the collision. 
‘The steamer appeared to be coming from the oppunite 
side of the river. She seemed to be trying to come he- 
tween us and the shore, on the Pootung side, and then 
crosseil to the other side. The wheel fowled the rope 
and dragged the junk along with her and afterwards 
track her. We had two lights burning one on the fore, 
and one on the mizen but none on the main maat. 
There was one man on the watch. I anchored close in 
shore, to avoid the course which steamers generally 

*” We wore from Nowehwang bound for Shanghai, 
Theard the alarm {had then no idea of doing 
ig to avoid the collision: we were anchored in a 
safe place. We anchored, as it was not prudent for us 
to travel at night. There was no other damage done 
to.ns beyond what we suffered at the time of the col- 

lision. 

Cross Examined :—I did not take advantage of the 
flood tide as | did not dare to travel at night. 

To an Associate:—Our sails were tied up. The 
lights were on the fore part of the mast. 

‘TING-WEL-SixG:—1 am compradore of the junk and 
was on board on the night of collision, ‘The collision 
took place about 10 o'clock on the night of the 3rd day 
of the 6th moon. I hedrd the man on watch give al- 
arm, when I was near the mainment. I saw the 
steamer before she struck us. She then appeared to 
be going in shore,on the eastern side, and finding the 
water shallow turned. We had lights on the fore and 
mizen masts. 

Mr. HaNses then handed in a list of the articles 
lost through the collision, to the correctness of which 
the witness testified. He bad made it out himself. 
Mr. Hannen alse handed in a report of the survey 
made by Captain Lewes. 

Tixg-WEL , Re-examined:—The repairs of the 
vessel would cost over Tls. 1,000. 

(This finished the ease on behalf of the Libellants. ) 

Dax Parrince:—I remember being called to survey 
the Swwonada on July 12th. [made no report. Ab- 
reast of the fore chain the bulwarks were stove in, 
and one or two of the channel plates were bent, an 
one stanchion broken. One of the sponson guards was _ 
rubbed. The outer rim of the wheel was knocked int 
and tio of the floats broken. It struck me that the 
bow of some vessel had gono azainst th mer ant 
struck her forward of the wheel. [ believe that if the 
steamer had struck the junk she would have sunk. 
My opinion is that the other vessel must have been 
underweigh and lying across the stream, I believe 
from the character of the blow that the object which 
struck her was in motion. I think so because tho 
outer tim of the wheel was knocked in and two of 
the floats broken. If the steamer w a nrotion had 
struck the junk [do not think this would have been 
80. She must have been struck very nearly at right 
angles. The stanchion was broken inwards towards afs. 

L think it would have taken about $150 to repair the 
damage to the junk, She was an old junk, aud had 
evidently been patched up. 

Cross extmined :—Ead the junk beon struck by the 
steamer, the appearance of the damage to the steamer 
Goud ust have Ged the ame appearance. L looked at 
the junk outside but did not goon board. Tho timbers 
of the how were knocked up. Those on board told 
me that they were not making water, I could not say 
that it was impossible that the damage could have 
been alone by the steamer striking the junk. 

By an Associate:—The bulwarks of the Suwonada 
are, { should say, about an inch thick. 

C. Detotnox-Bravsier:—Pointed out the position 
of a vessel swinging to the flood tide lying where the 
junk was, A vessel dropping up would Iie acrosa the 
tide. My register makes the flood tide begin at 11.5 
pm, Iremember the junks at that time taking up. 
their anchors, to set sail towards Shanghai. They 
drop up with every flood tide. ‘There were about 50 or 
GO jauks. They were at sundown all above the 
marks. At the beginning of the night junks generally 
stick np a candle, which often out. 1 have 
often had to speak to them for anchoring at improper 
places. When they were under-weigh some of thom 
had and some had not lights. [ have never known 
of your having a collision this river before. The 
Suiconada passed up at 11.30, Co not think it possible 
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for a steamer of the size of the Suicnada to goin 
shore and then turnas decribed by the witnesses for 
the plaintiffs, in only 200 feet. There could be only 
sbcut eight or nine feet of water where the junk says 
she was anchored. 

Crose Examined :—If there was a junk below the 
Leacon ; she could only have come there after dark.

Joux GaLLEVER:—I am second mate of the Sue. 
onada, and ranember the circumstances conuected with 
the collision on the night of the 11th inst, We crossed 
the bar at half past eleven. (Marks ou the chart the 
josition in which the junk was lying.) There were 
three junks between the French lowns and the 
niatks. (Shows their position.) We came into col- 
lision with one of these. She was underweigh, having 
two sails up, one on the fore, and on the mizen mast, 
the two emallest. She bad no lights. The wind was 

Ly E. The junk must have been going through 
water alittle. We took every precaution as to 
blowing the whistle, ete, We were gong about 4 or 5 
knots au hour, 1 ‘was in the wheel house, T think 
that it would not have been possible to have ported 
cur helm and gone abead of the ove or astern of the 
ather, ae owing to their having no lights up we were 
cote «nto them before wo saw them, {remember 
your saying to me to stcady the helm as we must pass 

jetw cen them. Had we stopped the helm we would 
either have gone ashore or struck one of the junks. 

By the Court :—The junk struck us fist just above 

the puards, A vessel's hull could be seen about three 
quatters of a mile shead. The helm was not put to 
xtarl oard or to port more than necessary to keep the 
veerel steady, ‘They say in Hongkong that oar ‘whistle 
can he heard 4 or 5 miles off. Our eee could be scen 
about 5 miles. My impression is that the junk ran 
into the Swrconada. 
Cross Examined =—1 remember that the junk was 
ing right acrors the river, consequently shé could not 
1 anchor, We touched two junks on that night. 
‘The other was also underweigh and had no lights up. 
‘The whole of the damage was causcd by the collision 
with the firet junk. Tam quite sure that these were 
the only two junks we struck that night. Timagine we 
were going over the ground about eight miles an hour.

Ido not think any could have been 
hid hy the sail. There was nothing that I knew of 
left undone to ayoid the collison. 

A. H. CLanke:—1 am captain of Suconada. The 
whistle was blown just below the French gcdown. 
‘The moment I saw the junks, T ordered it to be blown 
again. The second ofticer said he had pulled the rope 
but it would not blow. I asked the chief engineer 
why it would not blow and he at once got up and put 
in a pin which had fallen out. It was blown within 
wutes of the time 1 first gave the order. I do 
ik that bad it been blown at once it would have 
made any ‘difference, 1 Jo not know of any precaution 
that I could have done that was not done. 1 think 
that fiad the junk put ber helm one way or the other 
‘no collision would fave occurred. 1 glo not think that 
we were more than quarter of a milo from the junks 
ashen I Grat eaw them, 1am confident that they bad 
no lights, 1 do not think that running with the tide 
we could have stopped in time, Nearly all the junks 
were underweigh, there were about 40 of them and 
not more than five had lights. It would take a full 
quarter of a mile before the ship would have stopped. 

To an Associate:—1 should judge the passage to 
have been about 100 fect wide, and we went as near to 
tho other junk as we could, about eight fect from it. 
Jossint Hamits :—1 am’ chief officer of the steamer 
Swronade, and remember the night of the collision. 
was on the forecastle at the time. (Shows on the chart 
the position of the junks.) They were not lying at 
suchor ‘They had each the forward and after sails 





























































set. They bad no lights, 1 am quite certain, 1 
thought they were trying to cross our bows. I think 
there would have been danger in dropping anchor, 
The junks were heading towards the French godown, 
Cart.

Lour master seemed to explain the matter of the lights. 
It is possible that they did put one up but that it bad 














gone out. It must also be remembered that a steamer ~ 


when her weigh is stopped is not so easily fyatrolled 
as a sailing vessel ; and had he attempted to, stop 
more serious damage would have resulted to the junk, 
and the steamer probably gone or shore. AU the wit 
nesses for the libellants were employed en board, 
they were interested parties, while the defendants had 
several witnesses besides those employed on board 
their vessel. 

‘Mr. Hansex in summing up remarked that the evi- 
dence was, as usual in collision cases, a mass of con 
tradictions. Capt. Patridge's was only a matter of 
opinion, but it scemed to hin (Mr. H.) that the marks 
ou the steamer would be the same“whether the junk 
was in motion and struck the steamer on the side 
on whether the junk being at anchor the steamer 
was swept down, side on, by the tide on to 
lows of the junk. The evdeace given’ by the wit- 
nestes for the defence with regard to the time 
of the collision and the tide did not, he considered, 
affect that for the libellants. We know that the Chi: 
nese donot take particular note of thetime, and it is uot 
to be supposed that they were telling a falsehood be- 
carte they said. 10 o'clock instead of 11. Captain 
Clarke had stated that bis steamer came up half au 
hour after the ebb, and it surely was quite possible 
that one or two of the junks would not start until half 
an bour after the others. It was quite possible that 
the two junks might seems to those on board the 
steamer to be in motion. One moving body will give to 
two stationary ones on apparent motion, which might

the other. It was only natural that when the secoud

As to the questions whether the 
junk was atanchor, there werethree witnesses who wore 
‘on board of her who are sure that she was, while the 
witnesses on the other side only inferred that she was 
not. Captain Clarke said. that everything was doue 
on board the steamer that could be done, but was it 
right that, to save a few hours, steamers should 
come up on the fico’ tide, and under circumstances 
that, as Captain Clarke himself says, must cayse 
them, should any junk be in the river either to 
run it down or do themselves damage. It was 
stated by the defence that the junk was heading ia 
such a position that the could not have been at anchor, 
bat he thought it probable that they had not noticed 
exactly ; and moreover the ition in which Mr. 
Hamlin placed the peed did not preclude the 
possiblity of their being at anchor; they were 
too close on to the junk before they saw her 
distinctly enough to take particular observation. 
At any rate the statements of the three witnesses 
who were on board of her must be doubted with 
caution. 
there were so many junks he would not have gone up, 
Unt it seemed to the learned counsel that, as it was, 
there was great,blams to be attached to him for running 
into danger for the sake of saving a few hours.

The Libellants claim that a Junk, their property, 
was run into on the eveping of the Tith July by the 
Suwonada, while at anchor in the Woosung river, one 
mile below the inter-bar marks, and 200 feet from the 
eastern shore. They say they had lights up, were in a 
proper anchorage, and neglected ‘no ‘precautions before

The Libeilants’ case is_rested on the above state- 
ment. >

where represented. Steamers by no chance yo there, 


Captain Clarke said that if he had known” 
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and the steamer Stconada took the usual course over 
the bar on the night in question. lors however 
show that if the junk was run into while at anchor, 
she was at anchor on the inner bar, or near it toward.

+ The passage or thoroughfare at the bar, and near it 
toward Shanghni, is narrow, and au improper place for 
vessels to anchor, 

It is a settled principle that a vessel which anchors 
uch © passage cannot recover damages for injuries 

ined in a collision with a vessel using the passage, 
provided the second vessel is managed with care and 
discretion. There is no’ divergence on this point bo- 
tween English and American precedents. ‘Che burden 
of proof rests,in such a case with the libellants. 

The libellants have failed to show that there was 
negligence or mistake on the part of the steamer, un- 
less it was negligence or mistake to use the river at all 
at night. There is no such rule, nor, so far as I can 
judge, sufficient necessity for it. 

Tsce no reason to doubt that the Smonada was 
managed with carefulness, and in a seamanlike way. 

. She had a proper look out; her light were set; sho was, 
and had been, running slow; sho could not stop with- 
out becoming unmanageable in a dangerous place; she 
could not drop an anchor, as the water was too shoal 
to admit of it being done with safety; she had no 
chance to pass to one side or the other without doing 
argater damage to other junks, or going on shore, 

‘The respondents urge that the junk was not at an- 
chor when the collision occurred, but underweigh, and 
dropping up the river. The evidence which they offer 
is very strong indced; consisting of that of the officers 
of the steamer, and of an outside witness, the assistant 
Harbor Mas! Woosung, who denies the statement 

of the Chinese, that the-junk-was at anchor at the 

place of the collision at sundown onthe 11th July. 
f dropping up, aud an unavoidable accident occurred, 
it would be necessary to divide the damage. 

But to give judgment for the libellants on. this score 
would be to go outside of the case which they have 
presented tothe Court. ‘There is no obligation on me 
todo this, nor have Lany disposition to give a favor- 
able judgment when Lean only do so by convicting 
the successful parties of having presented a false case.

“ the new firewells at the corner of the Hankow and Shan- 
tang Roads showed that it would require 75 minutes con- 
“ tinuous pumping by the Steam Fire Engine “ Deluge” to 
“ompty them, This I consider extremely satisfactory. 
“The connections between the wells are however defective 
“ nut will at once be romedied” 
In future works of this kind it will be advisable heforo 
“sinking the wells to construct n drain some 10 or 12 fect 
below the surface, of sufiicient length to connest all the 
‘Wells when sunk. The Wells then being formed on the 
‘tap n of the drain tie connections would at once be com- 
“pleted.”

“T beg to submit to you the following report on fire- 
“wells. On the morning of the 8th inst. I wont with 
“ the Steam Fire Engine No. 4 to try the new Fire Wells

‘of three trials in separate Wells showed that the Engine 
with a large head of steam on could pump out one foot 

“of water per minute from one Well, which would dry 
“the seven Wells in 50 minutes at that rate of pumping,

“pounds, the Wells would sup 1 water for the Steam 
“ Engine for 75 minutes provided the Wells are. properly

The English Mail of July 16th arrived on the after-

A Sydney Tea report of the 14th July, says :— 

‘The quantity in importers’ hands and held by the 
retail trade is very large for this season of the 
year. Several large lots were tried at auction, but 
could not be quitted unless at extremely low prices, 
which were not accepted except for a few outside lots. 
The late period at which the tea season has opened 
in China gives promise of enabling holders to clear of 
their present stock before new teas arrive in any quan- 
tity, No musters of the new crop have been shown 
here yet, though a shipment of 3000 half chests reach- 
ed Melbourne by last mail steamer. The Atrevida 
and Chelsea, from Hongkong, with about 94,000 Ib., 
are the only vessels known to be en route for this port 
at present. ‘ 

The principal topic of interest that has arisen in 
Shanghai during the week bas been the question of the 
river frontage. The British Consul has published a 
Memorandum on the subject, accompained by a let- 
ter from Mr. Sewand, U. S. Consul, Mr. Medburst 
premises that by law the ground from which the river 
luas receded belongs to the crown, but that it cannot 
alienate or in any way use it to the detriment of the 
Jot holder, and comes to the conclusion that the pa- 
Ulic, with the consent of the crown and front lot hol- 
ders, might undertake the expense of bunding and 
maintaining it as a public place, and arrange such 
terms amongst themselves as would justify the out- 
lay by creating a revenue, His planis—“ To widen

&c,, &c.—to throw out frum the present jetties (or 
from new ones to Le built in a direct line with the 
several streets leading off the bund into the settle- 
ment), bridges leading to pontoons ; these pontoons to 
front the bund at a distanbe of not less than 36 feet, 
and to float in water of sufficient depth tu admit of 
ships of large draught coming alongside. The pon- 
toons not to be continuous, but connected by bridges 
the roadways or jetties to be railed off. The Tariff 
would in time cover the expense of tho works. The 
whole expenditure to be raised by Debenture Loan 
with interest reserved, and a special appropriation for 
a sinking fund,” 


This plan sccms in every way the best that is likely 
to bearrived at, but we cannot quite agree with H. M. 
Consul that it would be “ inexpedient on all sides that 
there should be any legal enquiry.” It is proba- 
Vie that the question will sometime be forced 
to alegal issue, and it would perhaps be better that 
the rights of all parties should be definitely ascertain- 
ed before any expenditure is incurred. Mr. Seward, 
Ly a different process of reasoning, arrived ata some 
what similar couclusion, thongh his allusions to ri- 
parian rights in the United States as affecting chiefly 
rivera above the influence of the tides do not seem to 
Wear directly on the question. Regarding one por- 
tion of his argument the Recorder remarks :— 
Especially does that portion founded on Mr. Yat 
assertion that Chinese owners of river frontage pay 
land tax for ground actually covered by water, in 
‘onder to secure their permanent right to enclose same 
in cage of the advance of the foreshore, seem to point 
1o a result opposite to what he has deduced.

Pootung point case. In England, unless where cer- 
tain manorial rights supervene, the crown, while it 
livlds the absolute property in’all foreshore, has its 
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action and privileges with regard to the same strict- 
a defined by the common law. [t cannot disposses 
the owner of the adjacent property nor obstruct him 
in the exercise of any right of frontage, aud it is not 
unlikely that at the bottom of the Uhinese Inw the 
same curtailment of the privileses of the crown will 
be found to exist, Legally all property in land in 
China is vested absolutely in the Emperor, who can 
at his mere will revoke any grauts made to its ocen- 
piers. By long established custom, recognised in Chi- 
nese Courts from time immemorial, the rights of the 
actual proprietor are carefully guarded. Indeed the 
ouly department of Chinese government which is ear- 
ried on with any approach to system, aud where the 
actual execution of the law bears any resemblance 
to its theory, is the system of registration of title 
deeds and landed property. The system therefore, 
in our eyes, of granting in advance title deeds to 
be formed by alluvial deposits in no respect inter. 
feres with the rights of the crown, but is only one of 
those side methods of raising revenue which are so 
familiar to the mandarin classes.” 

Mr. Seward, however, believing that as a matter 
of fact an actual surrender of the beach grounds had 
been made before the revised regulations of 1854, is of 
opinion that in this case ‘the right to use land out- 
side of the bund does not vest in the renter, and it 
would appear also that the public, with the consent 
of the renter, may improve and use such land.” As 
he may, however, in his judicial capacity be called 
upon to pronounce judgment in this matter he re- 
serves the right to correct his views should he find 
on further investigation the advisability of doiug so. 

‘The Customs’ Crurzer Quashing returned early in 
the week from her visit to the Leuconna Islands.

At a Naval Court of Enquiry into the loss of 
the Hamilla Mitchell, held ongTaursday, the Master 
was acquitted from blame on the ground that the 
accident wis occasioned by unknown currents which 
caused the vessel to drift on the Leuconna Islands: 
It was held, therefore, that there was no fault to be 
found with the navigation of the ship. 

The convict George was executed on Tuesday mor- 
ning, between 5 and 6 a.s., within ‘the precincts of 
the British Consular gaol.

* “On the 26th June, the Danube loft for Tientsin, her 
consort, the Archduke Frederick, remaining behind. 
The orders are, so I am given to understand, for the 
two corvettes to meet, Inter in the season, at Yoko- 
hama, ‘The ultiniate destination is Shanghai, at which 
port she will remain until hor relief, the screw-corvette 
Grof Dandalo, arrives. She will then leave for Europe, 
visiting en route Manila, Labuan, Batavia. Australia, 
Singapore, and India, If on her arrival at Bombay it 
is found that the Suez Caual is navigable, she will, by 
taking this passage, be enabled to avoid the long voyage 
rounil the Capo. Daring the stay of the Archduke Fre- 
derick at Shanghai, the members of th ‘ientitic por- 
tion of the ship's company will explore Chekiang, and 
all tho adjacent provinces, for the purpose of gathering 
information of a geographical, commercial, and scien- 
titic nature. 

“But let me again refer to the corvette Danube, Tt 
appears that, on her departure from Shanghai, she 
‘was accompanied by H. ship Zebra as faras Woo- 
sung. Here a manifestation of the good will which

ly the respective corvettes saluting and cheering each 
other in a manner to cause the very welkin to ring. 
On the Srl of July, the Danube reached the road- 
stoads of Taku, and tho following day tho stoam-tug 
Manchee came alongside the stately'corvette, with the 
view of conveying the Admiral, (who is also Plenipo- 
tontiary) aud his suite to ‘Tientsin. At the latter na- 
met port, a most hospitable and courteous reception, 
on the part of the British Consul and others, awaited 
these Austrian officers. Their stay at Tieutsin, how- 
over, was of short duration, for on the Sth of July, thoy 
embarked in six native Doats for Peking. Admiral 
von Petz, the Ambassador, was accompanied to the 
Capital by his Aido-de-Camp, Baron Benko, 
ang mann this, who greatly distinguished himaclt 
at the battle of Lissa, and who to this cireumstance is, 
ino measure, indebted for the position which he at 
resent holds. Baron Trautenberg, Secretary to the 
gation, the Attachés, Barons Ransonnet and von 
Bernat, De Karl von Scherzer, the head of the Com- 
mercial Department, Consul General von Calice, 
Mr Jas, Haas, for some time student interpreter at 
Canton, were also of the party. Baron Herbert, who 
by illness was detained at Hongkong,’ lias doubtless 
ere this joined this diplomatic circle, On tho arrival 
of the embassy at Tungchow, they had a brief inter- 
view with Mr, Ross Browne, U.S. Minister, who, with 
his family, was on his way to Washington! At the 
city of Tungchow, carriages and horses, provided by 
the kind consideration of the British Minister, Sir Ru- 
therford Alcock, were awaiting the arrival of the 
Austrians, The evening, however, being far advanc- 
ed, they were uot able to leave Tuugehow for “Peking, 
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until the following morning. - On their arrival at the 
Imperial Capital, they were lodged at the Lisng Kaag 
Fu, and are now, through the able assistance of Mr. 
Adkins, secking to enter into negotiations with the 
youthful occupant of the Dragon throne.”

Much complaint is male that the frequent changes 
in the postal rates and arrangements are not notifiel 
in the newspapers.

‘A meeting of the members of the Shanghai 
Gymnasiuin is to held on Monday, amongst other 
business to arrange for an Autumn Athletic Sports 
Meeting. Hitherto they have only been held in spring 
only, Considering the depressing effects of a Shanghai 
summer we cannot bat think that the scheme is an 
unwise one. 

One of the evening papers says that the members of 
the China Inland Mission have presented Mr. Med- 
hust, H. M. Consul, ‘a testimonial in the shape 
of a handsomely bound copy of the ‘ Bible of every 
Land,” with a suitable inscriptive commemoration of 
his action at Yangchow.

Cn&roo.—The Rev, Mr. Nevius addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to the editor of the Daily News, describ- 
ing the brutal and apparently quite unprovoked treat- 
ment of a Christian convert, near Tungchow? It will 
be remembered that much antipathy to missionaries 
has been shown in this neighborhood before. 

“About a month since, a native. catechist of the 
name of Miso-hwayu, commenced work in the city of 
Chow-yuen. He is a man of good family, and in 
independent circumstances, and though connected 
with our mission, receives no salary from us. With 
the assistance of Rev. C. Mateer, who was spending 
a few weeks in Chow-yuen at that time, he succeed- 
ed in renting a house to be used asa chapel. Mr, 
Mateer was present wheu the chapel was opeucd, 
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return to Te 
his work quietly, being visited daily by persons who 
came to enquire about Christainity, On the 12th of 
August, Mr. Miao and his landlord both were most 
unexpectedly summoned to appear before the Che- 
ica. ‘The lanillord was firat examined, and on the 
charge of introducing devils (kwei-tz) into the city, 
‘was sentenced to receive two hundred blows, which 

administered forthwith. This beating was ex- 
ceasively severe. 

“After this, Mr. Miso was called and charged with 
thecrimeof havingembraced the religion of the “foreign 
devils,” and of attempting to propagate false, corrupt 
and dangerous doctrines. He replied by referring to 
the clause of the treaty relating to Christianity ; and 
in answer to numerous questions of the Che-hien, gave 
a brief summary of the outlines of the Christain reli- 
gion, speaking particularly of a future state of re- 
wards and punishment, and of salvation through the 
death and sufferings of Christ. At this point the officer 
exclaimed “Then Jesus really suffered in your stead— 
did het” to which Miao replied. “ He cerzainly did,” 
whereupon the Chehien ordered him to be beaten at 
once fifty blows, After he had received more than 
forty heavy blows, and when the blood was flowing 
freely from his wounds, the officer asked him taunting- 
ly, can Jesus that for you?” Mr. Miao refused 
to confess the crimes with which he was charged, and 
was ordered to pnsoa. In the evening the Che-hien 
again cailed hitn and told him that he had determined 
to send him to his own city, that the magistrate there 
might beat him to death. 

The next morning with achain round bis neck, and 
in manacles, with an escort of five Yamun underlings, 
he was taken to the city of Che hia, forty English 
miles distant. He walked the whole way, though 
1g much from his wounds and from physical ex- 
haustion, The next day he was brought before the 
magistrate and commanded to make a confession of 
guilt, which as before, he refased to do. ‘The official 
lespatch from Chow-yuen containing the charges against 
him, was then thrown to him to read. Its speci 
tions were as follows. “Miao Hwa-yu, under the 
false guise of preaching religion, in connection with a 
Mr. Mater, took forcible possession of a house in the 
eastern suburbs of this city. Me makes use of mys- 
terious arts to deceive the people. It is his purpose, 
in connection with the foreigner Matcer, some time in 
the Sth month to kill the officers, and raise an insur- 
rection.” In order to force from him a confession of 
these accusations, he was beaten 300 blows, with one 
hundred additional on his face. The next day he was 
examined at great length, with reference to the doc- 
trines he preached. And the magistrate seems to have 
satisfied himself that the charges were false. He or- 
dered that Mr. Miao's chains should be taken off, and 
that he should receive no further ill-treatment. He 
also sent for the leading men of Mr.. Miao's village, 
who all testified to his Ting a good citizen, He then 
called for his accusers, but none were to be found. 
‘Tho Che-hia officer appeared, however, afraid to take 
of releasing him, and he is still in 
no immediate prospect of being liberated. 
in this case of persecution there has becn no public 
excitement or mob. All that has been done, has been 
formally and officially by the officers; though, we have 
reason to believe, at the instigation of about a dozen 
prominent men in the city of Chow-yuen. As far as 
we enn learn, Mr. Miao has been guilty of no offence, 
and the treatment he received is owing purely to ha- 
trod of foreigners and of Christianity.

The following wonderful piece of information, of 
which no one else seems to have heard, is given to 
the world by the Evening Courier. 

“Letters from Peking refer to statements current in 
diplomatic circles at the Capital, aud made “on tl 
‘Dest authority,” that the Chinese Government is seri- 
ously entertaining a project for the constructiou of an 
experimental railroad, Shanghai to Soochow being 
the line mentioned, but is bent on keeping the manage- 
ment of the road altogether in its own hands.” 

“The same paper hears that the concessionaires of 
the propo sed telegraph from Singapore to Saigon, have 
made arrangements to lay a submarine wire from the 
Coast of Cochin-China to Hongkong, and thence to 
Nagasaki, connecting en roule with a vessel to be moor- 
ed near Chusan. The line is to be in working order by 
the first of January 1872.” 

Swarow.—The following deseription of the explo- 
sion at this port, mentioned in our last, is given by a 
correspondent of the Hongkong Daily Press:— 

“We arrived at Swatow ata few minutes past nine 
on Wednesday morning, and found that an event of 
no ordinary interest and of no ordinary occurrence, 
had aroused the settlement, as well it might. One of 
the largest junks anchored in the harbour had been 
blown up at about G the same morning, killing some 
50 or GO people of those on board, beside wor 
and horribly mutilating a large number, and causing 
loss of some 50 or 60 thousand dollars worth of pro- 
perty. The cause of the explosion is reported to be 
the accidental ignition, during some ‘joss pidgin,” of 
a quantity of powder she had on board as cargo. Tho 
report of the explosion was hy no meaus a loud one, 
Dut ahuge pillar of smoke was sent into the air im- 
mediately over the unfortunate craft some hundreds 
of fect, and when this had cleared away, the junk was 
seen to be on fire, but the flames had hardly gained 
fair headway, before she toppled over on one side, and 
sank in about seven {athows of water, right over the 
buoy used as a moorings by Messrs. Lapraik’s steamers. 
‘Those who were on the spot immediately after the ex- 
plosion, say that the water presented a horrible sight 
—arms, legs, and the limbless trunks of the unfortunate 
missing being thrown over the surface of tho water for 
a considerable distance. Several large pieces of the 
wreck were carried ou shore from the force of the ex- 
plosion. Capt. Keppel, of H.M.S. Grasshopper, was 
carly on the spot, and throngh his exertions succeed- 
ed in picking several men out of the water, who were 
badly wounded. When the Ktoangtung arrived, no- 
thing was to be scen but the masts of tho junk stick 
ing out of the water, and hanging to them, a perfect 
swarm of Chinese boats and sampans, picking up every 
rope yarn that came to the surface. ‘The column of 
smoke which followed the explosion was distinctly scen 
on board our steamer, when we were off Tonglan Point, 
‘a distance of some twenty miles on tide of Swatow, 
and from the scene of the disaster. ‘The jank had 
just arrived from Siam, and was full of cargo and

THE PREVENTION OF OPIUM SMUGGLING. 
“We learn from a Chinese source that a step of much 
importance to the native trade of this Colony has been 
taken by the Chinese authorities at Canton. As is 
well known, a large amoiut of opium has for many 
years past been forcibly smuggled to the districts adjac- 
ent to the Bogue and the East River by the junks com- 
monly knownas'Tong-koon boats—Iong, low-lying craft, 
+ carrying a crew of from 50 to 100 men, and frequently 
mounting a many as a dozen 24 or $2 pounder 
These junks were originally fitted out as a species of 
district cruiser for service against the rebels in 1854, 
Dut aftor the necessity for their existence in this char- 
acter had passed away they refused to disarm, andl 
continued, with the connivance no doubt of the locae 
Magistrates, to fly the government flag, at the sam 
time that they carried on an avowed business as opiam 
smugglers. A few years ago nearly twenty of these 
boats resorted. regularly to Hongkong and set tho 
cruisers of the Maritime Customs and the native lekin 
offices boldly at detiance; indecd, they caused the 
Canton Customs’ cruisers Cunja and Hai 
aretreat on moro than one occasion. 
stitution of the lekin office in the Capsingmoon, guard 
ed by the Viceroy’s new steam gunboats, the ‘Tong. 
koou junks, somewhat diminished in number, have to 
some extent drawn in their horns, and have paid the 
Opium tax at the Customs’ station there, although vory 
unwillingly; but they have openly landed the opiuin 
at Sheklung and other ports inside the Bogue without 
complying with tho further exactions of the Chineso 
tariff. At length, these smugglers bold havo been 
taken resolutely in’hand by the provincial government, 
anil have, as we learn, capitulated (through the head- 
men of the fraternity) wader the guns of the Suitsing and 
alnlan, which were sent about a fortnight ago to pre- 
sent the alternative of » disarmament or a trial of 
Armetrongs versus native pluck. A very large fine 
dias been paid, it is stated, by the opium guild of She- 
Kung, and tho boats, lately so independent and un- 
manageable, havo been placed under heavy bonds to 
conduct their operations in a lawful manner only. 
Asa very considerable portion of the opium smug- 
gled out of Hongkong has hitherto been carried by 
these junks; it is obvious that if a systematic collection 
of the Chinose dutics is likely to injure the trade of 
the Colony, depressing results would shortly follow 
upon the late action of the Canton officials, more es- 
pecially as we have reason to believe that the pro- 
sent is only the first of a series of blows to be aimed 
against tho contraband trade; but beyond a 
momentary check, we do not in the least anti 
injurious results to the Colony in general. Experi- 
ence has uniformly shown that opium must be bad 
in the interior, irrespective-of the fow taels more or 
less going into the treasury of the government in 
lieu of the’ pockets of the smuggler, and if the pro- 
sent blow at the contraband trade of which this Co- 
Jony is the centre should arouse the attention of our 
authorities to the fact that Hongkong was not annexed 
by fhe British Crown for the mero purpose of enrich- 
ing a select number of rascally Chinese at the ex- 
nse of their own government, a result may beac 
ieved which cannot but redound to the advantage 
of the European community in general—for whose 
convenience the Colony actually exists. We com- 
mend this view of the case to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, before any_measures are adopted with refer- 
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ence to the tooth-drawing operation performed uj 
the Tongkoon janks.” Meantime it is moat desirable 
that Colonial government should issue a notice clear- 
ly defining, for the benefit of junkmastern and opium 

jealors, the precise extent to which registry in Hong- 
kong protects them, if they areengaged in any su 
trafie.—China fail, 





NATIVE NOMENCLATURE OF FOREIGNERS. 

Since the days when Dr. Morrison-set himself to the 
Herculean task of acquiring Chinese, with no other aid 
than that afforded by the imperfect compilations of 
foreign missionaries, the langage, colloquial and writ- 
ten, made uso of by natives in referring to strangers 
from the West has been an ever recurring annoyanao 
to the Chinese philologist. Accustomed to regard, 
herself as the literal and moral centre of the world, 
China contemptously designated ‘the visitors to her 
porte as *'red-bristied barbarians ;” and the contempt 
thus expressed found practical illustration in the inso- 
lent acts which, after provoking warlike reprisals dar- 
ing a series of years at each of the then “open ports,” 
culminated in the war of 1859, the occupation of Can- 
ton, and the final destruction of the Summer Palace at 
Yuen Ming Yuen. With the establishinent of the for- 
eign Legations at Peking and the ratification of the 
Treaty of Tientsin achange for the better was inan- 


gurated. The obnoxious charactor E “barbarian” 


was henceforth to bo banished from Chinese official 
documents. District Mandarins wero enjoined to 
write of foreigners with a semblance of ‘outward rec, 

t, and, far more important, the terms Lao-Ye, Tas 

ye, Tavjen, &e-, became those colloquially used in 
addressing foreign officials of all nations resident at 
Peking and the thirteen ports. Many are the sneers 
which have been levelled at the student interpreters, 
Wh, bett tan their critics of the importance 
of the priuciple involved, insisted (it may be at times 
wwith ludicrous earnestness in European dyes) upon be:

Presently a foreigner passes on horseback and tho ro- 
mark is made that ‘there goes a monkoy’ riding a 
dog.” The conversation might proceed somewhat as 
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follows—(We do not attempt to give the pronuncia- 
tions’as the tones cannot be reproduced on paper). 
Jump up, here comes a tailless devil,” (foreigner). 
What is be" 
Oh, one of the salt-shrimp-stuffing-devils,” (Por- 
tuguese). 

Yes, and there's a foreign devil's dog with him,” 
(a Chinese in foreign employ). 

And soon. Everything connected with foreigners 
hiaa, in vulgar colloquial, the word devil tacked fo it. 
Indians are called **Mo Iu devils.” Unr houses are 
“devil's houses.” and they speak only of “devil's 
Yoards” {a gig or punt), “devil's women” (foreign 
ladies), and “devil's bund, temples, ships, dogs, guns, 
potatoes,” ete. Policemen’are "green clothes devils,” 
and turkeys ‘key devils.” The English appear to 
enjoy the title of * red-Lristled devils,” almost ex- 
clusively, Freuch, Germans, etc. being’ denuninated 
** tailless.” 

There are many who arzue that all this does no 
harm, But we maintain that it does. In the West 
Indies where the word “nigger” is the colloquial 
tenn for blacks, whether gentlemen or coolies (there 
are black gentlemen members of the various councils, 
and Mack ladies, worthy partners of their lords, ‘but 
with just a touch of—well, it's difficult to define)—in 
the West Indies, we say, the term has acted even more 
powerfully than’ mere color in keeping the intellectual 
negro in the background. If we are habitually spoken 
of as * dev and ‘‘dogs” it is impossible that we 
can be regarded with respect, But we can at least 
exact these outward marks of respect which the Chi- 
nose pay to even the lowest official who bears a brass 
Yatton. The shameful untidiness so often visible in 
servants is one well expressed mark of disrespect. 
Both employers and employed would get along better 
if the former insisted on being treated with the cour- 
tesy due from a servant to his master, and if the latter 
felt compelled to render it, publicly ’at all eveuts. — 
China Mail,

‘The weather in Swatow is warm, but every resident 
poangh i that this Wednesday has been an extraordin- 
ary day. Every other day this summer there has 
been a breeze, in fact, that it is really a much cooler 
place than any other portin the coast, including Flong- 
kong, but this opinion is nearly always expressed 
mediately after having taken a ‘long, cool, iced 
drink on board the steamer, a conclusion not to be 
wondered at, when it is remembered that ice is nei- 
ther a native nor cultivated product in this settlement. 
No doubt, at the particular moment of having finished 
one of these delightful beverages, the Swatow-ite in 
reality believes from his innermost soul that Swatow 
is a wonderfully cool place. 

T must not forget to mention one wonder whi 
tow contains, and which is indeed a curiosity, 
more nor less than a thorough Yankeeized 
man. This gentleman is familiarly called ‘* Sam, 
he calculates and gsesses, he puts one fuot before the 
other, Jeaus upon his umbrella and spits, and he talks 
through his nose, with as clear a twang as ever did

THE SUEZ CANAL AND THE TRADE WITIT 
CHINA. 


The visit of the Viceroy, obviously connected with 
the opening of the Suez Canal, is a sufficiently conve- 
nient occasion for pointing out somo of the resuits which 
the great work of M. Lesseps is likely to produce. No 
doubt, next autumn, after the festival of the inaugura- 
tion, all the Farope papers will be filled with detailed 
explanations of a matter which ns yet the greater part 
of Enrope seems to regard as a thing only in its infancy. 
With the exception of Franco, which is interested in 
the canal in its double capacity of a proprictor and of 
merchant, who, through it, must, come into posses- 

n of the ‘whole trade of Egypt, Austria is the only 
country that has taken any practical steps in anticipa- 
tion of the changes the canal must unavoidably produco 
in the relations'of Europe with Asia, and more especi- 
ally with China and Japan, The Government of Vien- 
na, perfectly aware of the importance which the port 
of Triesto is shout to acquire has sent an important 
expedition to the chief places of Eastern Asia, with a 
view to inquire into the conditions of their trade, a3 
well as to introduce samples of Austrian manufactures 
into the new markets, The result of this expedition 
must be, no doubt, of great importance for Austria, 
and its return is looked forward ta with all the moro 
eagerness as the expedition is believed to have been for- 
med ina more satisfactory manner than might have 
een expected of bureaucratic Austria. It seems to be 
composed of several practical men of unquestionable 
competence. No other continental nation has as yet 
done anything in this way, although the interests of 
all of them are equally involved in this matter and 
must, we foar, turn to the disadvantage of England, if 
it will not take any special steps in acconlance with 
the new circumstances, some of which we shall here 
indicate. 

‘The impulse which the Suez Canal must give to the 
trade of Spain, Italy, and Greece may be left out of 
view, as being of mere local interest, in consequence of 
the very nature of the chief products of those conntriés. 
But if, also, we put aside France, which will apply its 
commercial energies chiefly, and for the first time, to 
the development of the Egyptian trade, we shall be 
obliged to admit that the changes likely to take place 
in the trade of the rest of Ecrope will be very cousit- 
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erable indeed. ‘Trieste, Odessa, ‘Tayairog, and the 
month of the Danube must attain in a few years an 
importance they have never possessed before, and 
which might easily raise them in some respects to tho 
rank of Marscilles, ifnot to that of Liverpol or South- 
ampton. Presuming that two parcels of goods of the 
same quality and at the same price, are consigned to 
China, the one from Trieste or (dessa, the other from 
London, the former will have all the ‘advantages of a 
considerably reduced freight, and of about ten to 
twelve days’ less travel. Such conditions must in- 
evitably benefit the productions of Austria, as well 
as of Russia, at the expense of England, Holland, 
and partly of France. To Austria and Russia may be 
added also a part of Germany, German factories, si- 
tuated at 2 distance of about eight to twelve hours by 
rail from Vienna, will obtain all the advantages of a 
communication with Eastern Asia by small ships loal- 
ing at Vienna and sailing down the Danube, the Black 
Sea, and Suez Canal, without any inconvenience of 
reshipping. Of course, great advantages will still be on 
the pry of the best produce; but in the trade with 
‘Asia the price is more, looker to than the quality, and 
it is very likely that tl te of things will continue 
for a long time. Moreover, it is not at all probable that 
Germany, the trade being estabished, will refrain from 
improving its produce, if the demand suggests impro- 
vement, 

‘A lately pnblished Russian report on the China 
trade states that the whole of this trade, imports and 
exports included, reached the average sum of 2,500, 

,000 francs a year, of which the English share 
1,033,000,000, and that of Russia only 33,000,000 
(overland trade, tid Siberia). Such a.proportion maj 
easily be changed by the Suez-Canal, and if it wi 
not be so soon changed in favour of Russia it is at all 
crents sure to be changed in favourof Germany and 
Austria, In matter of cotton manufactures none of 
these countries can compete with England, but both of 
them ean fairly compete in common cloth, in cheap cut- 
lery, aud cheap leather goods. German cutlery has lost 
itscredit in England and France, but it will still find a 
marketin China aud Japan. As to the other productions 
above named, there can be no doubt that they will 
be welcomed in Asia, since they tind a ready market 
in England itself, . 

Russia can at this moment furnish for the China 
trade chielly two productions—raw wool and corn— 
neither of which are of value for the remote markets; 
but we have no guarantee whatever that in a fow 
years largo factories will not be established to convert 
the wool into tissues, and steam mills to convert corn 
into flour, Loth of which will find a sale in Eastern 
Asia. If this has not been done hitherto, it is pro- 
Vably owing to the fact that theso tissues would not 
find'a market in Europe, and that corn is readily 
night ungro In the south of Russia the whole 
in the hands not of lazy Russians, but of 
sharp Jews and Greeks, who, in the prospect of th 
China and Japan markets, will easily undoratand the 
advantage of converting corn into the lighter form of 
flour, and wool into tissues. As to the workers for 
the new woollen manufactories, they may be found 
in Germany, if not in Russia iteclé. 

It_may bejeaid that all these changes will require a 
large amount of capitals but amongst the Jews and 
Greeks in Russia there is plenty of money ; and, be- 
sides, well known that wherever « good profit 
is to be expected capital is always is be found readi- 
ly enough. 

The opinion prevalent in England that Russia has 
no fleet in the Black Sea, is oxaggerated. Shortly 
after the Crimean war alarge steam company was esta- 
Mlished and liberally supported by the Government. 
The steamers of this company may be seen at Lon- 
don as well a3 at Marseilles, Moreover, there are 
plenty of Greck, Italian, and Austrian ships in the 
Black Sea, But our present aim is not so much to 
point ont what the Suez Canal may-do for Russia 
as to puint out what it is likely to do for Gemasy 
and Austria—as we fear, at the expense of Englan

Tea.—Bact:—After the largo tranaactions of last week, 
people, until to-day, touched the article with caution, and 
the amount of business done was not large. To-day, 
however, one or two buyers enters the market and havo 
bonght to a considerable extent, ao it is reported, at very 
stiff rates. Teas are not much dearer than they were at 
tho fall of last yaw or at the lattor end of 1857-1866—not 
more perhaps than twotaels per picul—and this fact nodoubt 
tends to produce hope in the breastsof the shippers. It 
would appear, julging from statements mule, that soma 
of tho Teas have been purchased because they “ wont lose 
much;” this it neo! hardly be said is scarcely a very pro- 
fitable business, Bztter muster valuations of the new 
Hankow Teas have been received an‘l are valued two shil- 
lings and outside, up to twoand six porlb.
